WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
e—-New York and Chicago have 
. been chosen as “pilot district” for 
the reorganization of the scandal- 
hit Internal Revenue Bureau un- 
der President Truman’s contro- 
versial reorganization plan which 
becomes law at midnight tonight. 
' Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder of St. Louis said ‘today 
first steps would be taken shortly 
after April 1. | 

The Senate gave.the President 
his biggest triumph thus far in 
the 1952 Congress by voting 53 to 
37 late vesterday for the reor- 
ganization plan. Opponents fell 
12 votes short of the 49 needed 
to reject the proposal. 

No Collection Interference. 

Snyder told a press-conference 
that the changes will be held up 
briefly so that there will be no 
interference with (1) the filing 
and collection of this year’s in- 
come tax returns, and (2) the 
mailing of 30,000,000 tax refund 
checks, now in progress. 

When the change is made, non- 
political district commissioners will 
take charge of all federal tax oper- 
ations in New York and Chicago. 
In New York, where three po- 
litically-appointed collectors now 
are n command, three deputy dis- 
trict commissioners also will be 
named. The Chicago commission- 
er will have one deputy. 

Revenue Commissioner John B. 
Dunlap, who met reporters with 
Snyder, said he has sent a mes- 
sage to all revenue employes de- 


claring: 

“This is the biggest opportunity 
ever handed to a group of Gov- 
ernment employes to join to- 
gether in forging a truly revita- 
lized agency of Government de- 
signed to serve the best interests 
of both the citizen and Govern- 
ment.” sae

PRIVATE AUTO 
TRANSIT SERVICE 
IN STRIKE PROPOSED 


A bill which would authorize 
owners of private automobiles to 
go into the business of public 
transportation in St. Louis if a 
strike or other emergency tied up 
Public Service Co. facilities was 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today. 


Alderman A. J. Cervantes, 
author of the measure and presi- 
dent of Laclede Cab Co. said he 
had no special reason to antici- 
pate an emergency, but he 
thought the plight of the public 
in past transit strikes made legis- 
lation advisable. 

His bill would authorize ‘ the 
Board of Public Service to issue 
temporary operating permits for 
specified periods to motorists who 
would use their machines on Pub- 
lic Service routes, collecting a 
fare not to exceed 25 cents. 

The motorists would pay no 
license tax, but would be required 
to have liability insurance of at 
least $5000 per passenger and 
property damage coverage of at 
least $5000. The permits would 
expire when busses and street- 
cars went back into operation.

Snyder said there would be no 
announcement of names of the 
new district commissioners before 
April 1. 

Asked if the present collectors 
were resigning en masse, Dunlap 
said “Congress took care of their 
resignations yesterday.” 

Will Stay on Jobs. 

Snyder added that the collec- 
tors would remain at their jobs 
until their areas are revamped 
under the reform plan. 

“Dunlap said many tax units 
now operate independently in the 
field and that their concentration 
under a single district commis- 
_ gioner’s office would bring “‘tre- 
mendous economies” and better 
service to taxpayers. 

Snyder emphasized that he ex- 
pected “no inconvenience or con- 
fusion” to any taxpayer. He said 
the public should continue deal- 
fing with the same offices unless 
notified of a change.

And Suspends Two on His Staff

Local 600 Officers Go Be- 
fore UAW Board in In- 
quiry on Red -Domina- 
tion- Charges. 


DETROIT, March 14 (AP) — 
Whether to fire the officers of 
its largest local for allegedly per- 
mitting Communists to infiltrate 
their ranks came to a showdown 
before the international executive 
board of the CIO United Auto 
Workers today. 

President Carl Stellato of the 
60,000-member Ford Local 600 
went before the UAW governing 
board at its demand to show cause 
why an administrator should not 
be appointed to take over the 
local. 


The international board’s order 
came on thé heels of the naming 
of several Local 600 officers as 
Communists by witnesses before 
the House Un-American Activities 
Committee here this week. - 

A few hours after he got his 
summons from the international, 
Stellato fired the editor of the 
local’s newspaper and suspended 
two members of his staff who were 
reluctant witnesses. 

David Averill was fired as 
editor of Ford Facts. Stellato 
said Averill, an ova ye re- 
formed Communist, knew that his 
charges that the newspaper was 
Red-dominated were untrue.. 

Those suspended pending in- 
vestigation were James Watts and 
Walter Dorosh. Both refused to 
testify concerning Communist 
party membership. } . 

The international union’s con- 
stitution forbids any person from 
holding office if he is a member 
of the Communist, Fascist or Nazi 
party or “subservient” to such 
parties. 

The local headquarters build- 
ing was lock up today. All women 
employes left carrying files and 
correspondence. Some male staff 
members remained, and they ad- 
mitted only a few persons to the 
usually busy union headquarters. 

Stellato, admitted that “some 
precautions” had been taken, but 
flatly denied that any “physical 
resistance” was planned. U.A.W. 
President Walter P. Reuther suc- 
ceeded in placing an administra- 
tor over the local. 

Regarding the dismissal of 
Averill, Stellato said that under 
union rules the editor should have 
filed charges within 60 days after 
he became aware of any officer’s 
alleged Communist affiliation. 

Averill testified that articles 
criticizing the House committee 
were printed in Ford Facts at the 
direction of Stellato. 

Stellato said yesterday that 
“the assertion is a figment of 
Averill’s imagination.”

March 14—An American plan of 


procedure, advanced today in the 
United Nations Disarmament 
Commission, met with prompt 
Russian resistance when Jacob A. 
Malik declared in effect that the 
United States was arming for war 
while giving lip service to the 
cause of world disarmament and 
international peace. 

Malik made his charges in a 
series of declarations, framed as 
questions put to Benjamin V. 
Cohen, American delegation 
spokesman, who submitted the 
working plan. The Russian repre- 
sentative charged the United 


States and Atlantic pact Allies 
were increasing their military 
strength whereas Russia had re- 
duced its own. 
He asserted the United States 
had blocked Soviet proposals for 
a major nation peace and arms 
reduction program and repeated 
a Communist Chinese charge 
that American armies were wag- 
ing bacteriological warfare in 
Korea and China. 
Germ Warfare Hotly Denied. 
Cohen made direct reply only 
to the charge that U.N. troops 
were conducting bacteriological 
war. He retorted with indigna- 
tion that the unfounded statement 
had been denied and that the 
United States had urged an im- 
partial investigation to establish 
its falsity. He suggested that the 
Soviet delegate participate in se- 
lection of the investigating 
agency. 
He asserted that Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson had made a 
“slanderous attack” on the Soviet 
Union Wednesday, “on:the eve of 
is ng of the

ican armed power” by accusing 
Russia of threatening world peace, 
Malik complained. Actually, the 
Soviet Union wants “no military 
clash with the United States or 
any other nation,” Malik said. 


Says West Has Big Armies. 
Quoting what he said were “in- 
complete figures,” Malik declared 
the “truly big’ armies were not 
in the Soviet Union but were di- 
rected by the United States and 
Atlantic treaty nations, ‘including 
Yugoslavia and Spain, sympathet- 
ic to that bloc.” Combined they 
muster more than. seven million 
men, he said, more than twice as 
many as Russian forces, reduced 
substantially since World War II. 
“Why not begin immediately by 
reducing all military forces?” 
Malik demanded, expressing his 
disapproval of the proposed step- 
by-step program offered by Cohen. 
Turning to the charge of germ 
warfare in Korea and China, 
Malik insisted the commission 
should immediately prohibit this 
kind of combat, and the use of 
all weapons of mass destruction 
such as atomic bombs, intended 
for “mass extermination of civil- 
ian populations.” 

This drew from Cohen, before 
the meeting adjourned until next 
Wednesday, the indignant rejoin- 
der that the charge was “false 
and unconfirmed.”

WASHINGTON, March 14 (UP) 
—A special Wage Stabilization 
Board panel today reported that 
liberal interpretation of wage con- 
trol regulations might allow the 
CIO United Steel Workers pay 
raises of more than 23 cents an 
hour, 

The labor-public-industry panel 
studying the steel dispute made 
public a report on its findings to 
the Wage Stabilization Board. 


The panel made no specific 
recommendations. It said, how- 
ever, strict interpretation of WSB 
rules could give the steel workers 
as little as 9 cepts. an hour. A 
liberal interpretation, on the oth- 
er hand, might give the union 
more than 23 cents an hour. 

The baord will make the final 
recommendation for settlement of 
the dispute. 

The union has demanded an 
1844-cent an hour boost,’ plus a 
number of other benefits, and. has- 
threatened to strke at midnight 
March 23 unless the case is set- 
tled by then. 

The special panel made no re- 
port on the problem posed by the 
steel workers’ demand for a union 
shop. It said the board intended 
to study the union security de- 
mand directly through documents 
submitted by the union and the 
steel companies. 

The panel said the board’s 10 
per cent “catch-up” formula 
would give the union only one- 
half cent, but that the cost of liv- 
ing regulation for 1951 would al- 
low another 842 cents. . 

The panel said, however, that 
extension of board rules in pre- 
vious cases might allow another 
3% cents for interplalt inequi- 
ties and 16 cents more by chang- 
ing the base date for the cost of 
living provision.

CHINESE NATIONALIST-JAP 
PACT EXPECTED IN 10 DAYS 


TAIPEH, Formosa, March 14 
(UP—Nationalist China and Japan 
are ‘expected to sign a treaty 
formally ending the state of war 
between them in about 10 days, 
official sources predicted today. 
These sources said final confer- 
ences will begin next Monday, 
with only minor problems to be 
worked out. 

The Japanese delegates were 
said to have agreed in principle 
that the Nationalists have the 
right to claim reparations from 
Japan. “It was not immediately 
made clear whether the repara- 
tions would be in money, or in 
goods and services or both. 

Both sides have agreed that the 
peace treaty will apply to all 
China in principle, but be re- 
stricted to Formosa for the mo- 
ment.

Sterner and speedier action by 
the St. Louis bar and medical as- 
sociations is needed to put a stop 
to improper damage-suit activities 


of a few lawyers and doctors here, 
the circuit court grand jury de- 


clared yesterday. 

The jury found “ominous impli- 
cations” in evidence that one at- 
torney filed 149 damage suits 
against one corporation in a sin- 
gle year, and that one physician 
testified in dozens of cases for 
one attorney, “diagnosing injuries 
in strangely similar fashion.” 


Steps should be taken to change 
the Missouri Constitution and fed- 


eral statutes which permit resi-| 


dents of other states to file dam- 
age suits in Missouri, the Febru- 
ary term jury said in its report 
to Judge David A. McMullan. It 
urged that the April term jury 
continue the’ investigation which 
grew out of a Chamber of Com- 
merce protest against “abnormal- 
ly high verdicts awarded in St. 
Louis in damage-suit cases.” 
+ The Chambér of Commerce has 
established an anti-racketeering 
bureau in an effort to correct 
abuses it contends exist here. 
Appeal for Quicker Action. 

“In examining evidence in sev- 
eral past and present damage- 
suit cases,” the jury’s report 
stated “it is the feeling of the 
grand jury that the grievance 
committee of the bar associations 
and medical associations should 
police more sternly and speedily 
the activities of a few from each 
group who bring opprobium to 
their professions.” 

One of the principal witnesses 
interviewed by the grand jury 
was George C. Smith, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, 
who published an article abgut 
practices in damage suits here. 
The report said Smith had in- 
formed the jury “that he had no 
evidence that judges, jurors or 
court attaches had been guilty of 
improper attitudes or improper 
behavior; that he could not docu- 
ment the statement from the ar- 
ticle that ‘our present information 
concerning damage suits is more 
completely documented than is 
our information concerning other 
forms of rackets.’ 

The report added: : 

“Mr. Smith further safd that his 
remarks in that article pertained 
to the future; to areas where 
racketeer techniques might be 
employed. He knew of no such 
areas at present. 

Jury System Safeguard. 

“Testimony from a group of at- 
torneys in diversified practice of 
the law brought forth a unani- 
mous opinion that the present 
method of the selection of juries 
would forestall any pre-knowledge 
of the. identity of anyone who 
would serve. 

“These attornéys further testi- 
fied that they had no knowledge 
of improper behavior on the part 
of court attaches, or in the atti- 
tude of the courts. A committee 
of the grand jury investigated the 
method of juror selection and re- 
ported that there were no inade- 
quacies or loopholes for sharp 
practices.” 

Johnston Pearcy, an official of 
the Transit Casualty Co., which 
insures St. Louis Public Service 
Co., was one of the grand jury 
witnesses.

Coroner Arnold J. Willmann 
said either of the two wounds 
in the brain probably would have 
caused instant death.. 

Police files disclose that Myers 
was an ex-convict. He received 
a one year-to-life prison sentence 
in [Illinois Jan, 21, 1937, on a 
burglary charge. In 1934, he was 
sentenced to 90 days in the work- 
house here for the theft of a 
purse. Myers had been arrested 
frequently, often in the company 
of known safe-crackers now serv- 
ing prison terms.

Three bills calling for ‘appro- 
priation of a total of $2,030,000 
from ‘city funds were introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen today. 
A measure by Alderman Louis 
G. Berra would appropriate

More One-Way Streets. 

Three additional one - way 

streets were proposed in a bill 
introduced by Alderman Edgar 
Feely. Ashland avenue from Mar- 
cus avenue to Euclid avenue and 
Lexington avenue from Euclid to 
Kingshighway would be made 
westbound thoroughfares, and 
Palm street from Marcus to 
Kingshighway would be one-way 
for eastbound traffic. 
The. board deferred action for 
a week on a bill to appropriate 
$237,000 and authorize the Board 
of Public Service to let contracts 
for improvements to the City Art 
Museum. A motion for defer- 
ment was made by Alderman Clin- 
ton Watson (Dem.), Sixteenth 
Ward.

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 


—The House Appropriations Com- | 


mittee today recommended a 10 
per cent slash in the seven-bil- 
lion-dollar budget of_more than 
20 federal agencies for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. 

It turned thumbs down on all 
new job proposals, cut by one 
third the funds budgeted for 
travel, communications, printing 
and binding; ordered a halt to 
accumulation of annual leave by 
government workers and slapped 
a ceiling of 25,000 on the number 
of new public low-rent housing 
units that may be started next 
year.” 

To Be Debated Next Week. 

It sent to the House for debate 
next week a $6,271,138,348 bill 
financing the independent offices 
for the next fiscal year. . Budgets 
were slashed for all of them, in- 
cluding the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration. The actual cut was 
$707,548,695 from the President’s 
budget requests. 

Representative Thomas (Dem.), 
Texas, subcommittee chairman, 
claimed that the bar against ac- 
cumulation of annual vacation 
leave alone would save $125,000,- 
000. He said a saving of $560,- 
000,000 would result from th 
committee’s order to hold t 
25,000 the number of housing 
unit starts in the coming year. 
The President had asked for 
75,000. * 

The bill’s total includes $2,753,- 
601,537 in items the committee 
said are “not susceptible to reduc- 


tion.” These include $2,432,472,- 
000 in insurance and pension pay- 
ments and other fixed Veterans’ 
Administration costs; $181,129,- 
537 for stockpiling critical de- 
fense materials, and $240,000,000 
to speed up construction of 15 
more high-speed cargo ships by 
the Maritime Administration. 
Actual Cut Nearly 33 Pct. 

Actually,the committee claimed, 
the cuts in items susceptible to 
trimming amounted to nearly 33 
per cent, the biggest cut on a 
major money bill in recent years. 

Even the Budget Bureau was 
cut. It asked for $11,623,843 and 
was given $11.022,143. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, which asked for $1,312,000,- 
000, was allotted $1,137,727,500. 
The committee approved funds 
for continuation of AEC construc- 
tion projects already under way 
but deferred money for much 
proposed new construction. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
request for a total of $3,822,033,- 
130 for all purposes was cut by | 
$242,640,370, more than half the 
reduction being in funds for G.L. 
benefit payments. The commit- 
tee said the VA is paying exces- 
sive medical and dental fees and 
should dip into its heavy reserve 
stocks of medicines instead of 
buying new supplies. 

The committee recommended 
$185,270,000 be given the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, $53,- 
119,600 less than the appropria- 
tion for the current year and $14,- 
757,000 below the hkmount that 
had been budgeted.

BUARD APPROVES 
BUYING TRAGT 10 
PROTECT AIRPORT 


100 Acres South of Lam- 
bert Field to Be .Ac- 


quired to Safeguard 
Approach Zones. 


Immediate acquisition of about 
100 acres of land south of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field to protect 
the approach zones to two of the 
major runways at the municipal 
airport was approved yesterday 
by the Municipal Airport -Com- 
mission. 

Mayor. Joseph M. Darst an- 
nounced after the commission’s 
meeting that he had instructed 
City Counselor James E. Crowe to 
file condemnation proceedings. 

The location of the acreage 
which the city will acquire will 
be determined immediately by 
the city airport authorities in 
}consultation with officials of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration. 

Land Bought North of Field. 


Conway B. Briscoe, chairman 
of the commission, said the pur- 
pose of the acquisition of the 
property, which will be south of 
Natural Bridge road and outside 
the. present airport, is to assure 
that approach zones to the two 
runways are kept free from any 
structural hazards. The city re- 
cently bought about 40 acres 
north of the fielc for the same 
purpose and for the installation 
of high intensity approach lights. 

No estimate of the cost of ac- 
quiring the property has been 
made, but the purchase or ac- 
quisition by condemnation was 
decided upon to forestall any 
building that might interfere with 
the approach zones, Briscoe said. 
The decision resulted partly from 
recent crashes of planes in ap- 
proach zones of the New York 
airport at Newark, N.J., Briscoe 
said. 

New Hangar Approved. 

The Airport Commission also 
approved the construction of a 
new $1,200,000 hangar which will 
be leased by Trans-World Air- 
lines for s: rvicing four-en- 
gine planes. The building will be 
east of the proposed new admin- 
istration area near Natural 
Bridge and Edmundson roads. 

Construction costs will be 
amortized from rentals over a 
30-year period, Briseoe said, with 
the airline paying an annual 
rental of about $66,000 a year. 
Funds for construction will be 
taken from payments by the Mc-

for the purchase of its manu- 
facturing plant from the city.

“This statute,” he continued, “is 
intended to insure that office- 
holders will give their unbiased 
devotion in the interest of the 
United States.

Gist of the offense, he pointed 
out, is “the receipt of compensa- 
tion” for services to a private 
person in a matter before the 
Government and “not the benefi- 
cigl nature of the matter to the 
defendant or to a private party, or 
any injury to the United States 
Government.” 


The judge read his instructions 
deliberately, leaning forward and 
resting his arms on the bench. He 
wore a blue bow tie and shell- 
rimmed glasses. By a slight move- 
ment of his head, he accented im- 
portant words and phrases in his 
charge. 


Finnegan, meanwhile, sat quiet- 
ly, occasionally shifting in his 
chair. He rested his elbow on the 
arms of his chair at the counsel 
table, clasping his hands in his 
lap. He wore a blue, double- 
breasted suit. 


Harry C. Blanton, chief defense 
counsel, turned to look at specta- 
tors, stared at the ceiling and 
seemed under strain. 


Tom E. DeWolfe, chief Govern- 
ment ‘prosecutor, rocked slightly 
in his chair. The jurors followed 
the reading of the judge’s instruc- 
tions with close attention, the 
same attention they gave to all 
testimony and arguments through- 
out the trial. 

“You have listened to the evi- 
dence with patience and close at- 
tention,’ Judge Hulen said at the 
outset of his instructions. ‘“‘Now it 
is my duty to give you instruc- 
tions on the law. Your decision 
will be based on the evidence.” 


Jury’s ‘Exclusive Province.’ 


It is the “exclusive province” of 
the jury “to pass on the guilt or 
innocence of this defendant,” he 
continued. “I am bound by your 
decision on the facts at issue. 
That’s true whether I agree that 
your decision is the proper one 
or not.” 

The jury is “bound by law just 
as I am bound by your decision,” 
he asserted. “This instruction or 
charge is given for your use as a 
whole. You cannot apply only 
part of it. Such a course would 
be highly improper. You must 
not assume the existence of any 
law that I do not give you in the 
charge.” 

If any doubts arise during the 


= 


jury’s deliberations, Judge Hu- 
len said, the jurors are to notify 
the bailiff and consult with the 
court. “If during the course of 
giving instructions, I comment on 
evidence and if what I say dif- 
fers from your. understanding, 
disregard what I say,” he de- 
clared. 
Definition of Indictment. 

An indictment, Judge Hulen 
pointed out, is not to be consid- 
ered evidence against a defend- 
ant. 


“It raised no suspicion against 
a defendant and is merely the me- 
dium by which the Government 
made its accusation,” he said. “It 
has no other purpose, as far as 
the jury is concerned.” 

He explained that any reference 
to the indictment in the charge 
is “solely for the purpose of iden- 
tifying the charges themselves.” 

Then Judge Hulen read the 
full indictment. Discussing ele- 
ments of the Government’s case, 
he pointed out that the Coast 
Guard is part of the Government

“You should deliberate honest- 
ly, conscientiously and cold-blood- 
edly. You should bear in mind 
that the laws and courts of this 
land are not, and cannot be, re- 
specters of persons.

In the jury 
room, there can be no triumph 
other than the declaration of 
truth as best you can determine. 


“You have been told this is an 
important case. All cases are im- 
portant. If the defendant has 
done the things charged, he 
should be convicted, if not, he 
should be acquitted.” 


Judge Hulen said he had al- 
lowed the Government to examine 
Saul Lichtenfeld as “a hostile 
and adverse witness” because of 
“supposedly contradictory state- 
ments” made by Lichtenfeld be- 
fore the federal grand jury and 
at the trial. : ' 


“You are entitled from all you 
have seen to determine where the 
truth lies with respect to his tes- 
timony,” he asserted. 


He said Finnegan had a right

official action influenced. 

Intent was the important point 
to keep in mind, Hulen told the 
jury, declaring it was of no im-

NEW YORK, March 14 (AP)—

Edward William Goebel, ar un- 
employed radio repairman, was 
arrested in a Newark (N.J.) drug 
store last night after making sev- 
eral telephone calls to the Asso- 
ciated Press in New York saying 
he was Schuster’s killer. One of 
the calls was traced to the drug 
store. 

Confronted by pbdlice, Goebel 
denied having information on the 
killer and told a rambling story 
of “hearing a guy in a bar” say 
something about the killing. 
Authorities said they did not 
think Goebel knew anything 
about the case. 

With few actual clues outside 
threatening letters and telephone 
calls, police have been forced to 
work on theories ranging from 
psychopathic motives to gangland 
revenge.

NEW YORK, March 14—The 
complete choreographic score of 
the dances originated by Miss 
Hanya Holm for the musical, 
“Kiss Me Kate,” have been regis- 
tered for copyright in Washing- 
ton.

TAFT ASSAILS M’ARTHUR’S 
FIRING IN NEW MEXICO 


ALBUQUERQUE, March 14 
(AP) — Senator Robert A. Taft 
(Rep.) Ohio, heaped fresh coals 
on the Truman Administration 
last night before moving on to 
seek Arizona support of his bid 
for the G.O.P. presidential nomi- 
nation. 

Winding up a Southwestern 
tour, he flies to Winslow and 
Phoenix for speeches today. Then 
the Ohioan plans to double back 
east before a flurry of Wisconsin 
campaigning next week. 

Taft spoke out particularly 
about “the outrageous dismissal” 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur and 
“mink coats and deep freezes and 
those taxes you are going to pay” 
in wooing voters of normally 
Democratic New Mexico.

yesterday, opposing a bill to over- 


haul the immigration laws. 
They said the measure, if 


‘adopted in its present form, “will 


seriously impair our national se- 
curity and embarrass us both at 
home and abroad.” 

Besides Kefauver, a candidate 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, the Senators joining 
in the critical report were Kilgore 
(Dem.), West Virginia, Langer 
(Rep.), North Dakota, and Mag- 
nuson (Dem.), Washington. 

The bill recently was recom- 
mended to the Senate by a ma- 
jority of the 13-man committee. 
A similar measure has been side- 
tracked indefinitely in the House. 
Representative Walter (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, said in a speech 
yesterday he will seek an early 
vote. He said charges that the 
bill discriminates against some 
racial groups are unfair. 

The report of the four Senate 
committee members said the Sen- 
ate measure “seems to proceed 
on the assumption that immigra- 
tion is a source not of strength 
but of weakness.” 

The four Senators made these 
specific criticisms of the legisla- 
tion: 

1. “While purporting to elimi- 
nate racial discrimination in our 
immigration law, it perpetuates 
such discrimination.” 

2. “It would attempt to protect 
this country from subversives and 
other undesirable persons by 
techniques which are themselves 
closely akin to totalitarianism. 

3. “It is an exclusionary meas- 
ure which makes immigration un- 
reasonably difficult, and deporta- 
tion unreasonably arbitrary. 

4. “It sets up many new vague 
standards for admission of aliens, 
which would result inevitably in 
arbitrary and non-uniform prac- 
tices in excluding aliens, thus 
bringing the United States into 
disrepute. 

5. “It deprives the Attorney 
General of most of his authority 
to suspend deportation in the case 
of worthy and desirable aliens 
already in the United States,

Fight a Drain on France. 
' The Communist revolt in Indo- 
china has been under way for 
more than five years. It has been 
‘costing France half a billion dol- 
lars a year and expenditures this 
year will be more than a billion. 
It engages 45,000 French troops, 
about one-third of their regular 
army. The rest of the 185,000 
troops involved on the French 
side is composed of Foreign Le- 


are convinced of this fact, they 
will proceed more vigorously on 
their own. 

A former French Premier 
rather ironically said that it would 
take the downfall of 10 French 
governments to accomplish the 
program that all Frenchmen 
know is necessary. Among the 
steps which he thought would 
cause the downfall of a ministry 
were increased taxes to cover 
military expenditures, a law to 
confiscate land for airdromes in 
France, agreement on Germans in 
the European army, extension of 
military service from 18 months 
to two years. and repeal of the 
law which forbids the use of 


gionnaires, colonials and Indo- 
chinese. 

The Frencn, by law, will not 
permit French conscripts to be 
sent to Indochina. This automat- 
ically limits the size of the force 
that can be used in Indochina to 
approximately the present 
strength there, since the French 
officers and non-commissioned of- 
ficers are the leaders of the co- 
lonial forces. 


At almost any time in the past, 
had the French made a substan- 
tial effort the revolution could 
have been suppressed, today, 
however, it is being supported by 
‘aid from Communist China and 
is a much more serious conflict 
than it was originally. 

French Political Maneuver. 

France is now engaged in an ef- 
fort to present the war in Indb- 
china as a Western campaign 
against Communism, which should 
‘tbe a common fight. They hope 
to involve other powers, pri- 
marily the United States, in the 
conflict. It is an unpopular war 
‘in France and this gives some 
validity to their present bluff that

e last two are the most diffi- 
cult.

Big Stake in Southeast Asia. 

Indochina was the springboard 
for the Japanese conquest of 
Southeast Asia. Communist su¢- 
cess there would inevitably lead 
to communization of Thailand and 
Burma. The British can hold the 
Malay peninsula. 

A loss of Southeast Asia would 
be a disaster since Indochina and 
Burma are rice exporters. 

A secret military committee 
composed of United States V. 
Adm. Arthur C. Davis, British Air 
Marshal Sir William Elliot and 
French Gen. Paul Ely has been 
set up to study combined strategy 
in Southeast Asia. The French 
and British had assumed in early 
meetings that the United States 
would give air and naval aid. 

It turns out that the United 
States has no available air power 
with which to help and that naval 
assistance would be of secondary 


if they do not receive help they 
gmay withdraw from Southeast 


Asia. 

a This threat should be discounted 
for what it is—a political maneu- 
ver. France needs to be convinced 
that the only assistance the 
‘United States can give is in the 


importance. The problem there- 
fore was posed as to what action 
could be taken to prevent direct 
Chinese intervention in the war 
in Indochina. This is closely con-

Here it may be worth describ- 
ing an interview with Kefauver 
which took place a few days be- 
fore his victory over President 
Truman. The interview was “not 
for attribution” at the time be- 
cause Kefauver wanted to talk 


frankly but did not want to com- 
promise his chances. It is worth 
recounting now if only because it 
suggests the element of mystery 
which lends American politics its 
peculiar fascination both to par- 
ticipant and spectator sportsman. 

The talk took place in the usual 
dingy hotel bedroom after a Ke- 
fauver’ rally in the usual dingy 
hotel “ballroom.” 3 

The rally was sparely attended, 
consisting largely of non-voting 
teen-agers wearing cardboard 
coonskin caps. Kefauver, obvious- 
ly tired, had. spoken haltingly, 
and with about as much fire as a 
turtle. Later, talking to one. of 
these reporters, he seemed near 
the end of his tether. 

No, he said sadly, he knew he 
didn’t have a chance with both 
labor and the whole Democratic 
regular organization working 
against him. He might take a 
single delegate, but no more. As 
for. the preference primary, he 
would be delighted if he scored, 
say, 40 per cent of the total. 

“Poor-mouthing” to reporters {s 
a familiar political technique, but 
Kefauver certainly seemed hon- 
estly convinced that he had no 
real chance. 

It is still difficult to take Ke- 
fauver seriously as a presidential 
candidate, since he has little sup- 
port in the South and he has 
alienated most of the northern 
Democratic organization men.

Kefauver's Surprising Strength, 
Taft Setback Stressed by Writers 


Newspaper Political Observers Seek Reasons 
for Hampshire Results — ‘Slush’ Thrown 
at Eisenhower Cited as Factor.

WASHINGTON, March 14. 


HE nation’s newspaper political writers, viewing the New Hamp- 
shire primary results from the vantage point of hindsight, 
generally were agreed today that Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 


will be hard to beat on the Republican side and that President Tru- 
man and the Democratic professional politicians had better take 
another look at this “upstart” Senator Kefauver of Tennessee. 


Some thought Truman would 
be so stung by the primary de- 
feat that he soon would come 
out of his corner swinging hard, 


an avowed candidate for renomi- 
nation. Others adhered to the 
theory that the upsurge of Eisen- 
hower’s chances, as demonstrated 
Tuesday, would lessen Truman's 
will to run, since the President 
is confident the nation’s foreign 
policy would be carried on ably 
under a “President Eisenhower.” 


Few columnists and political 
observers, aside from avowed 
Taft supporters, sought to mini- 
— the extent of the Taft éSet- 

ack. 


“As for Senator Taft,” wrote 
Gould Lincoln, political writer of 
the Washington Star, “the Eisen- 
hower’ popularity with the voters 
has finally been demonstrated at 
the Ohioan’s expense. ; 

“Senator Taft, while campaign- 
ing in New Hampshire, said re- 
peatedly thaf the presidential pri- 
mary contest was the real test, 
and he and his campaign man- 
agers claimed they would win it 
or run so close that the myth of 
Gen. Eisenhower's appeal to the 
voters would be exploded. Nothing 
like that happened.” 

Mellett Notes ‘Slush.’ 


Columnist Lowell Mellett, one- 
time White House aid to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, confessed that, 
like many others, he missed the 
boat in primary speculation. 


“T am one of those who thought 
Taft could make a good enough 
showing,” he wrote, in part, “to 
justify his entering the New 
Hampshire primary against Eisen- 
hower, since he had an excellent 
alibi ready for use in case of de- 
feat. And I was impressed by 
the reports of the reception he 
was getting during his whirlwind 
stumping through the snow and 
slush of the little state. 


“Don’t know what went wrong,” 
continued Mellett, “unless it was 
the mistake he made once or 
twice of splashing slush on his 
absent opponent, thereby offend- 
ing the finer sensibilities of the 
folks he was seeking to woo.” 


Columnist David Lawrence was 
among the few who tended to 
minimize the Taft defeat. “Sena- 
tor Taft’s backers, although nat- 
urally disappointed,” he wrote, 
“didn’t really expect to win New 
Hampshire and will make a strong 
showing in other states, which 
will bring the contest into a dead- 
lock status by convention time. 


. “This particular primary re- 
sult,” he continued, “does not 
permit any one to write off any 
candidate when there are so many 
other primaries to come ‘and so 
many delegates yet to be chosen 
who are not bound by or selected 
through primaries.” 


Doris Fleeson wrote that the 
President dislikes Senator Ke- 
fauver “and must be irked to be 
beaten by him.” She said, how- 
ever, that the improved prospect 
that Gen. Eisenhower may be the 
Republican ‘nominee means that 
the President can step down with- 
out imperiling his foreign policy. 


“Senator Kefauver,” she went 
on, “is off-to a running start in 
other primaries, all accomplished 
by amateurs with little money, 
He'll never quit now.” 

Krock: ‘Strong Tide for Ike.’ 

Arthur Krock, chief Washing- 
ton correspondent for the New 
York Times, declared after study- 
ing the New Hampshire results 
that they “lend support” to “a 
number of inferences that have 
been drawn from them,” and the 
first inference Krock listed was 
this: “There is a strong tide run- 
ning in the Republican party for 
General Eisenhower.” 


Having made this deduction, or 
inference, Krock proceeded to 
predict that most of the political 
experts would continue to be as 
wrong about their predictions in 
the months to come as they were 
about New Hampshire. 


“The voters of the Granite 
State,” he declared, “again .re- 
vealed a condition which has en- 
dured so long that no one can 
say it 1 not continue through- 
out this*political year.

AST week the most interesting economic development since June 
[1950 took place. Government officials in charge of military ~ 
production had been warning that the second quarter of 1952 
would be the tightest of all, yet, as the second quarter of 1952 ap- 
proaches, materials, instead of being tight, suddenly have loosened 


up. 

Instead of cutting down on 
autos government chiefs last week 
called in the motor moguls and 
handed them more materials. In- 
stead of cutting down on building 
construction, the builders were 
given more steeit. Aluminum was 
available for storm doors, farm 
gates, civilian window sashes. 
There were plenty of radio and 
TV sets. Other civilian goods 
seemed plentiful. 

The dire prediction of Washing- 
ton military and production chiets 
was all wet.

GUNS OR BUTTER—Behind 
this has been one of the most 
important inner administration 
debates in all the Government. In 
brief, it is the debate over which 
to produce—guns or butter. The 
same debate raged under Roose- 
velt prior to Pearl Harbor, but 
was solved in part by a stronger 
President, in part by the Jap- 
anese attack on Dec. 7, 1941. 

Now the debate is between the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, ‘who favor 
guns, and certain production men 
with long association in private 
business led by Secretary of De- 
fense Lovett and Defense Mo- 
bilizer Wilson, who want both 
guns and butter. 

The above, of course, is an 
over-simplification. The case is 
neither black nor white. There is 
something to be said on both 
sides. Furthermore, the military 
have helped to defeat themselves 
by being slow on production. 

The results are inescapable, 
and can be summarized as fol- 


- lows: 
1. The United States arms pro- 
gram has bogged down. 
2. Because the arms program 
' is so far behind, most defense ma- 
terial, with the notable exception 
of copper, is now surplus. Actual- 
ly the aluminum companies, to 
use the words of one executive, 
* “have’ aluminum running out of 
our ears.” This is the reason why 
amazed automobile and construc- 
tion companies suddenly have-had 
unexpected materials dumped 
into their laps. 


* = * 

LET’S NOT STRAIN — The 
full story goes back to the days 
right after the Korean invasion 
when the new arms program was 
thrown together. At that time the 
“Jet’s-not-strain-the -economy” ad- 
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visers urged that rearmament be 
spaced out over a longer period 
of time, that if rushed too sud- 
denly it would throw civilian 
economy out of gear. We should 
mobilize gradually, they urged, 
rather than in a sudden spurt 
which would leave civilian indus- 
try starved for materials. 
Though the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff didn't like it, their chief, 
Secretary of Defense George Mar- 
shall, concurred with this idea 
and it was adopted 
Later, last fall, the situation 
was reviewed again. By this time 
it was apparent that the Commu- 
nists were sending a superior jet 
fighter force to Korea, and re- 
ports from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain indicated that the over-all 
Russian air strength was ahead 
of ours. Because of this, Gen.

In the final showdown, how- y 21H 
irc ms Rao swonggd Sane Yo om y ai 
urged a slower buildup, and when 
the matter went:to the White AUTOMATIC 
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House, President Truman backed 
him up. Instead of building 143 
air groups by the end of 1953, 
they will now be built by the end 
of 1954. 

What happened regarding air- 
planes also happened regarding 
other military goods. The entire 
program was stretched out. The 
ultimate goals remained the same, 
but the number of years for ful- 
fillment was prolonged. 

This was partly the fault of the 
military. Their own slowness of 
production cut the ground from 
under the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
for, though the Joint Chiefs con- 
tinued to urge quicker mobiliza- 
tion, their own milit produc- 
tion men could not’ decide on 
types of planes and tanks, dick- 
ered back and forth over blue- 
prints and did not spend the 
money they had.

Forgetting the Past? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

University of Pennsylvania. Estimates show that: 
1—In 1949 there were only about one third 


the incomes of those who were in the $2000-and- 
under and $3000-and-under brackets in 1939. 


2—Where only one family in 50 was in the 
$5000 bracket in 1939, one family in every six 
had reached that income level in 1949. Where 
only one family in 100 had an income of $10,000 
in 1939, one in every 20 was in that bracket a 
decade later. 

3—Meanwhile the share of the very wealthy, 
the top 1 per cent, in the national income had 
declined sharply. Between 1913 and 1948, it 
fell from 16 per cent to only 9 per cent. 

Perhaps the most significant comparison of 
all shows that in 1949 at least 80 per cent of 
American families had an income of $2000 a 
year or more. Less than 5 per cent were in the 
under-$1000 group. This is a most remarkable 
shift since almost 40 per cent were in the under- 
$1900 bracket in 1939 and only a few more than 
20 per cent were in the $2000 class. 

In short, the greatest gains were made by 
those in the lowest third of the income groups. 


The middle third gained, but the lowest third 


gained twice as fast, and the upper third lost 
ground in the distribution of the national income. 


Here is something for Communist propagan- 
dists to chew on! Let them try to find a similar 
trend toward levelling up of incomes elsewhere 
in the world. Let them find another nation in 
which free labor unions, intelligent management, 
technological improvements, high employment 
and social legislation have achieved anything 
like comparable gains. 

But the picture does have its dark side. 
Before the outbreak of the Korean war, the 
gains in income, on the whole, kept ahead of 
price increases. The post-Korean inflation, it 
must be confessed, has endangered all gains. And 
then there are taxes. These have been falling 
with increasing weight on the middle third in 
the income distribution. This is inevitable be- 
cause it is that group which now is getting by 
far the largest share of the national income. 
Where the money is, there comes the tax 
collector. 

Of course, nobody will argue that the increase 
in monetary incomes has been accompanied by 
the same increase in standards of living, except 
perhaps for those in the lower brackets. Wars 
and the threats of wars have made that impossi- 
ble. But by vigilant efforts for the preservation 
of peace and prudent methods of keeping infla- 
tion in hand, this democracy of ours can do 
much toward making better incomes add up to 
better living. 


With Votes to Spare 

At a time when President Truman’s personal 
strength in Congress is at low ebb, it speaks 
volumes that his reorganization plan for the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau was sustained in the 
Senate by a bipartisan vote of ample margin. 

The Southern Democrats and Republicans ‘who 
led the fight on his plan to take tax collection 
out of politics needed 49 yotes. They got only 
37, while 53 Senators voted to support the reor- 
ganization. Those 53 voices were speaking for 
the American taxpayer. 

The vote is, of course, one index of the low 
estate to which the Internal Revenue Bureau fell 
under President Truman’s administration. The 
results of politics in the bureau were so evident 
that to put the bureau under civil service be- 
came virtually mandatory, even if it meant de- 
priving Senators of a pleasant bit of patronage. 


Yet in all fairness Mr. Truman must be given 
a full share of credit for the result. If he was 
ultimately responsible for the tax scandals, he 
also worked hard for the reform. He sent three 
separate messages to the Senate-supporting it. 

A majority of both parties voted to sustain 
him, Against him were 14 Southern Democrats 
and four other Democrats, and 19 Republicans. 

It is to be regretted that Senator Taft, absent 
on a campaign tour, did not vote, so that the 
people could judge whether in the showdown 
he stood for basic reorganization of the tax col- 
lection machinery. Many of the Senators often 
associated with him—such men as McCarthy, 
Capehart, Butler of Nebraska, Dworshak, Hick- 
enlooper, Martin, Mundt, Watkins and Welker— 
voted against the reorganization. 

On the other hand, 23 Republicans joined 30 
Democrats (including seven from the South) to 
sustain the plan. We are happy to record that 
the Senators from Missouri and Illinois made it 
a clean sweep. All four—Hennings and Kem, 
Douglas and Dirksen—voted for reorganization.

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Inquiring Into Funeral Costs 

Is the cost of dying too high? A number of 
labor unions, including at least six St. Louis CIO 
and AFL iocals think so. And now Federal 
Trade Commissioner John Carson is attempting 
to persuade the FTC to investigate the undertak- 
ing business and its pricing methods. 

Mr. Carson’s interest in the subject seems to 
stem from talks with former Congressman Jerry 
Voorhis of California, representing the Co-opera- 
tive League of America, and Brendan Sexton, a 
United Auto Workers’ official. Both.men said 
co-operative burial societies are burying their 
members at costs substantially below the usual 
fees of private undertakers.

Of how much real interest are the local taxes 
of the people of St. Louis to a legislator from 
Pierce City?

These are not rhetorical questions. They refer 
directly to an amendment attached to the city’s 
earnings tax bill in Jefferson City by Republi- 
can State Senator Garten of Pierce City.

And we hope 
that 18 State Senators will then vote to let St. 
Louis collect enough money to pay its bills. This 
is strictly a matter for St. Louisans and those 
who make their livings in St. Louis. It is of no 
real concern to outstate Missouri. The issue is 
home rule. 

If rural legislators, men who come from parts 
of Missouri which benefit very considerably by 
the state taxes collected in St. Louis, insist on 
playing fast and loose with the city’s own inter- 
ests, they had better prepare themselves for a 
major demand from the city for state aid.

The Maplewood-Richmond Heights School 
Board has leaped to the thin end of what ap- 
pears to be a dangerously weak limb.

The Feinberg law was pushed through 
the New York Legislature toward the end 
of the session in March, 1949. It imple- 
ments provisions of the State Civil Service 
Law that forbid employment of teachers 
who advocate or who belong to organiza- 
tions that advocate forcible overthrow of 
the Government. 

Heart of the Feinberg law is its require- 
ment that the Board of Regents “make a 
listing of organizations which it finds to be 
subversive” and its injunction to the board 
that “membership in 
any such organiza- 
tion . .. shall con- 
stitute prima facie 
evidence of disquali- 
fication” for any po- 
sition within the 
public schools of the 
state. Now a major- 
ity of the Supreme 
Court of the United 
States has declared 
the law constitu- 
tional. 

Before the meas- 
ure os ag ap- 
prove + any . 
lg PD i ny ss Justice Douglas 
tacked it as a “blunderbuss” bill and 
warned that the Legislature was “enacting 
into law the untenable and illiberal theory, 
of ‘guilt by association.’” In the three 
years since then we have seen no reason 
to alter that opinion. 


A very sharp distinction must be made 
between what this bill tries to do and the 
way in which it tries to do it. The state 
clearly has the duty of insuring so far as 
possible that the teachers in its schools be 
loyal to basic American ideals, and that 
they be men and women of integrity and 
honor, devoted to the search for truth. 

Since membership in the Communist 
party or adherence to the Communist line 
means, ipso facto, subservience to a given 
party doctrine and even to a specific 
foreign state, since it means the very 
negation of open-mindedness or freedom 
of inquiry, # follows that a Communist is 
unfit to be a teacher in American public 
schools. 


Innocent Until Proved Guilty 


But while the purpose of the Feinberg 
law may be the highly desirable one of 
ridding New York schools of the handful of 
Communist teachers who may be still 
employed, it is the method of the Feinberg 
law that arouses. our gravest doubts. 
There is no easy solution to the problem, 
but, as we have previously said in this con- 
nection, it would seem wiser and more in 
keeping with the American spirit to judge 
teachers “on the basis of their conduct in 
the classroom, rather than on the basis of 
fringe organizations to which they may or 
may not have belonged in the past.” 


We don’t want Communist teachers in 
the schools; but we don’t want legislation 
such as the Feinberg law to lend cover to 
a system of scholastic espionage, or intel- 
lectual terrorism worthy of a police state. 
We don’t.want to see teachers frightened 
into giving expression only to what is safe, 
what is orthodox, what is popular at the 
moment. We don’t want to see our chil- 
dren become nodding little robots.

The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
constitutionality of a New York statute 
designed to keep Communists and their 
fellow travelers from teaching in the pub- 
lic schools. The court dealt with the 
same problem last year, when it upheld 
the power of Los Angeles to require 
loyalty oaths from its teachers. 

Justice Douglas, dissenting, said that 
he is unable to “accept the recent docfrine 
that a citizen who enters the public service 
can be forced to sacrifice his civil rights.” 


‘The Justice can hardly uphold this con- 


tention unless he is prepared to argue that 
civil rights include the right to commit 
treason and to associate with traitors. 


The statute before the court, the Fein- 
berg law, carries out the principle of a 
10-year-old law barring from New York 
civil service persons who advocate violent 
overthrow of the Government. The Fein- 
berg law required the State Board of Re- 
gents to prepare a list of subversive 
organizations. Any schoo. teacher who 
did not sever his connection with any of 
these organizations within 10 days for- 
feited his job. 

Quite obviously, the desire to avoid any- 
thing like ex post facto action gave what 
amounted to 1n amnesty to the repentant. 
A New York teacher can have been a 
Communist .in the past, or a member of 
any number of Communist front outfits, 
and still hold his job. Only if he fails to 
get out of such organizations when they 
have officially been pronounced subver- 
sive can he be fired. ; 


Agency for a Foreign Government 


Thus Douglas was simply talking through 
his hat when he argued: “Teachers are 
under constant surveillance; their pasts 
are combed for signs of disloyalty.” 

There can be no doubt of the real char- 
acter of the Communist party in the 
United States during the last 30 years. It 
has never been a domestic political party, 
as its members have contended. It has 
always been an agency of a foreign gov- 
ernment, Russia. 


It has been a cover for sabotage and 
spying, and those of its members who did 
not engage personally in these traitorous 
activitigés have been bound by their very 
mem hip to support those who did. 

Communists have also organized or ob- 
tained control of scores of organizations 
which they bent to their purposes. The 
non-Communist members of these front 
and fellow traveler outfits must plead 
guilty either to sympathy with treason or 
to stupidity in failing to recognize treason. 

Yet Douglas affects to see in the Fein- 
berg law the apparatus of a police state. 
He sees it casting a pall over every class- 
room, under which “there can be no real 
academic freedom.” Academic freedom 
presupposes a free and inquiring mind. 
What can it have to do with the members 
of or sympathizer with an organization in 
which every idea and every action is rig- 
idly dictated from the top?

she and other temperance work- 
ers plugged the tearful song, ‘“Fa- 
ther, dear father, come home with 
me now.” The song represented 
the words of a little girl pleading 
with her father to leave a saloon. 

After the death of her husband 
fn 1896 she carried on her work 
with Susan B. Anthony and Fran- 
ees E. Willard. They became 
known as the “three horsewomen” 
for their vigorous fights against 
liquor and for woman suffrage. 

The group’s greatest triumph 
came in 1920 when the Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth amendments to 
the Constitution were adopted 
providing for women’s votes and 
outlawing of liquor. 

The temperance group had 
much to do with the election of 
Herbert Hoover on a dry ticket 
in 1928. Mrs. Boole stumped the 
nation for Hoover. She fought 
against repeal of the prohibition 
amendment in 1933. 

She also carried on campaigns 
against war, card-playing, dancing 
and the theater. 

Mrs. Boole also had made a 
reputation in Presbyterian Church 
work, serving as corresponding 
secretary of the Women’s Board 
of Home Missions from 1903 to 
1909. In the political field, she 
ran in 1920 for United States 
Senator from New York on the 
Prohibition ticket. 

Her only survivor is a daughter, 
Miss Florence Boole of New York 
City.

Eisenhower Win Not to Be Minimized 


O AMOUNT of explanation can possibly explain away the vic- 

tory for Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and the defeat for Senator 

Robert A. Taft in the New Hampshire primary. Quite beyond 
tactics and strategy in the game of professional politics, the margin 
for Eisenhower is one more proof of his great’ popular appeal. 


The Taft managers have been 
at pains to point out that most of 
New Hampshire’s' Republican 
leaders were on — 
the Eisenhower = 
delegate slate. 
But Taft chose 
to go into New 
Hampshire and 
campaign from 
village to  vil- 
lage. He left 
with the confi- 
dent belief that 
he would win at 
least four of the . 
14 dele gates, 
and his man- 
agers in the state were claiming 
vas — win the popularity con- 

st. 

What is more, the, 6000 or so 
votes cast for Harold Stassen must 
be counted for the most part as 
anti-Taft votes. Nervous leaders 
of the Eisenhower movement, who 
had succumbed to the gloom 
prevalent before the primary, 
were fearful that Stassen might 
take just enough votes from Ike 
to. give Taft an edge in the popu- 
lar vote. The Eisenhower-Stassen 
total of approximately 50,000 
votes is half again as many as 
Taft received. 


Nor was the weight of profes- 
sional favor of the Eisenhower 
side nearly as great as the Taft 
managers alleged. Gov. Sherman 
Adams led a popular slate of 
Eisenhower delegates. Senator 
Charles Tobey spoke for Eisen- 
hower. 


Hate Propaganda Resented. 


But it is also true that powerful 
Republican forces we actively 
behind the Taft campaign. While 
Senator Styles Bridges, the other 
New Hampshire Senator, was pub- 
licly neutral, he was generally be- 
lieved to be throwing all his 
weight privately for Taft. 


J. Wesley Powell, his former 
administrative assistant, was 
stumping the state as a Taft dele- 
gate. Two years ago, Powell failed 
to defeat Tobey for the Senate 
seat in a campaign marked by 
vicious smears spread about 
Tobey. 


One of Bridges’ close allies is 
William Loeb, publisher of the 
Manchester Union, largest news- 
paper in the state. Throughout 
the primary campaign Loeb main- 
tained a constant stream of propa- 
ganda against Ike and for Taft. 


A factor that should not be 
overlooked is the undercover bar- 
rage of scurrilous literature 
spread against Eisenhower. This 
was the product of the hatemon- 
gers, the down-with-everybody 
crowd. The American people 
have consistently reacted against 
that kind of viciousness and the 


voters of New Hampshire have 
shown that they are no exception. 


For Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
too, the New Hampshire result is 
not without its meaning. He 
asked that his name be withdrawn 
as a candidate and suggested that 
his supporters vote for Taft. But 
right up through the last week- 
end those working for him in 


a; New Hampshire were using full- 


page newspaper ads urging the 
voters to write in his name. . 
They were openly repudiating. 
Taft while at the same time the 
Taft people were claiming Mac- 
Arthur’s support. MacArthur’s 
3000 write-in votes added to those 
of Taft still leaves the Eisen- 
hower margin greater than his 
campaign managers in New Hamp- 
shire had dared to hope for. 


Kefauver’s Victory. 


The result in the Democratic 
primary shows one striking con- 
trast. Senator Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee campaigned from ham, 
let to hamlet and came away with 
an astonishing victory. Taft used 
the same folksy handshaking ap- 
proach and failed. 

In the view of this observer, 
the Kefauver victory has consid- 
erable similarity to the Eisen- 
hower sweep. It represents in no 
small part a revolt against pro- 
fessionalism and against Wash- 
ington. It is indicative of a de- 
sire for new faces, new leader- 
ship. And Kefauver himself can 
take a great deal of credit for 
the outcome. The professionals 
can no longer dismiss him as a 
well-meaning interloper. 

As for those same professionals, 
the housecleaning should begin at 
the top. Chairman Frank McKin- 
ney of the Democratic National 


|Committee persuaded President 


Truman to change his original 
intention and go into the New 
Hampshire primary. He told as- 
sociates later he knew he had 
made his worst mistake in his 
brief tenure as national chairman, 


McKinney Should Go. 


The results in New Hampshire 
show that this was the height of 
understatement. If McKinney has 
any capacity to recognize realities, 
he should leave as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Thanks to his intervention, the 
President is now confronted with 
a most unhappy situation. How it 
can be retrieved is not clear. 

But tHe chief significance of 
the New Hampshire primary is 
for the Republicans. They have a 
candidate with a very great voting 
appeal even though he is of neces- 
sity 3000 miiles away. But whether 
the party as a whole realizes this 
and acts accordingly at the con- 
vention in July is quite another 


question.

STRANGE and fascinating film which is certainly differ- 

ent is being shown at the SHADY OAK and PAGEANT 

THEATERS. It is “RASHOMON,” first postwar Japanese 
movie to be imported into this country. It won the grand 

yy prize at last year’s Venice International Film 
Festival, and is at all odds an impressive 
F work of art. 

Based on a lurid deed of violence, the 
rape of a samurai’s wife by a bandit and the 
Bg subsequent murder or suicide of her husband 

in a forest 12 centuries ago, it is told with 

an odd poetic delicacy and detached philo- 
sophical reflectiveness as a framework for its wild dramatics, 
horror and brutal realism. 

The bandit lures the samurai into the forest with a story 
of buried treasure, then ties him up and violates his not too 
reluctant wife before his eyes. From there on, the story is 
told four times, each a different account. 

The bandit’s boastful story is that, after the deed, the 
distraught woman declared that as they were witnesses to her 
disgrace, one or other of the two men must die, and she would 
go with the survivor. So he killed the samurai in a fair duel. 


Not so, says the weeping woman. After the deed, she 
fainted under her husband’s coldly contemptuous look and, 
when she recovered, he was dead with her dagger through 
his chest. 

The dead man speaks through a medium. What actually 
happened, he says, was that his wife fell in love with the 
bandit and urged him to kill her husband. Even the brigand 
was shocked, struck the woman and proposed killing her, so 
that she fled. The husband then stabbed himself with his 
wife’s dagger. 

A passing woodchopper, who at first told the police he 
merely discovered the body, now says he saw it all happen, 
and in a different way. The woman left it up to the men to 
decide with whom she would go. The bandit challenged the 
husband to a duel, but he prudently backed down, saying she 
wasn’t worth it. She venomously goaded them on to a fight, 
a horrible, savage affair in which both shook with fear and 
attacked with bestial fury until the bandit murdered his pros- 
trate adversary by hacking him with a sword. 


The woodchopper tells his story while he and two com- 
panions wait out a thunderstorm under a dilapidated city gate. 
One of his listeners agrees that his story sounds nearer the 
truth, because it has stripped away all heroics in the other 
accounts, but the woodchopper is suspect because he stole 
the woman’s dagger, and the listener expresses doubt of all 
four yarns. 

Akira Kurosawa, who directed the film and collaborated 
on the script, from a famous Japanese novel, “In the Forest,” 
seems to be saying: What is truth? There is no absolute. 
Truth lies in the eye of the beholder. The beholder sees what 
he wants to see, motivated by his own selfishness, This dim 
view Kurosawa mitigates somewhat with a sort of epilogue 
centering around an abandoned baby in which a Buddhist 
priest declares his faith in humanity despite its shortcomings. 


To enjoy these Oriental ruminations, one has to accustom 
himself to a leisurely approach. Kurosawa works out his 
moods and details with a meticulous delicacy, a vast attention 
to minutiae. When he examines a storm, he examines it, by 
George, down to the last rivulet trickling from a roof. When 
he sends his woodcutter into the forest, he gets the sylvan 
solitude established, studies the play of sunlight through the 
trees, the breeze ruffling the leaves. He tells his story in 
starkly simple terms. Everything is outdoors. Only niné per- 
sons, including the baby, appear. The acting is graphic and 
powerful, Toshiro Mifune, as the bandit, Michiko Kyo as the 
woman and Masayuki Mori as the samurai give first-rate 
performances. 


Some Good Views of Ava 

There is some Westcrn style fantasy of a more routine 
nature in “PANDORA AND THE FLYING DUTCHMAN,” at 
LOEW’S STATE. James Mason as the Flying Dutchman of the 
legend, doomed to sail the seven seas eternally, shows up in a 

yacht at a modern swank resort on the Span- 
ish coast, and becomes a love object of Ava 
Gardner, She very generously chooses death 
to save him from his curse, which is quite a 
change in character for her, as she had been 
a selfish, willful minx who swam unclothed 
out to a strange yacht at midnight, persuaded 
a racing driver to push his very expensive 
car over a cliff as a token of his affection, and toyed with a 
highly lethal bullfighter. 

I’m afraid the philosophical reflections and veneinens' mys- 
ticism of the piece are lost somewhere between Technicolor 
views of the Spanish resort and Technicolor views of Miss 
Gardner's lovely shoulders and sexy pan. But it is lushly 
produced, acted with some conviction by Mr, Mason and an 
English-Spanish cast and has lots of local color, so the story 
manages to be fairly absorbing despite the distractions. 

The second feature, “THE FAMILY SECRET,” is one of 
those mechanically contrived dramas about a wealthy playboy 
who kills his brother-in-law in self-defense, but keeps mum 
about it, so that his father winds up defending a bookie 
accused of the killing. Pretty tepid stuff. John Derek, 
Lee J. Cobb, who hasn’t gotten a good film role since his 
great success in the stage version of “Death of a Salesman,” 
and Jody Lawrence are in it. 


Custer's Latest Stand 
What with the high costs of Indian extras and Western 
stunt men, or something, it seems to be too expensive to film 
Custer’s Last Stand these days. But the Westerns keep play- 
ing around the theme—the men who tried to warn Custer, etc. 
“BUGLES IN THE AFTERNOON,” at the 
FOX shows a glimpse of the famous Last 
Stand in the distance in a sort of monochrome 
as contrasted to the bright Technicolor of its 
other scenes, which leads us to suspect the 
scene was a stray clipping from something 
like Errol Flynn’s depiction of Gen. Custer. 
Anyway, the action in this is confined to 
a smaller and less expensive offshoot of the big battle, with 
Ray Milland battling out an old grudge with Hugh Marlowe in 
the midst of the fight. A convenient Sioux shoots Hugh, 
saving Ray the trouble of standing court martial. If you over- 
look the fact there’s very little new in the story, it is well 
done for this sort of thing. One suspenseful episode has Mar- 
lowe, as a vengeful Seventh Cavalry captain, sending Milland, 
his old enemy, single-handed into a defiant troop of Sioux 
warriors to search them for evidence of murder, an ‘assign- 
ment which Ray seems to enjoy as little as anyone else would.

He urges you 
to see your personal physician, 
the general practitioner or intern- 
ist, the doctor you should have 
seen in the first place. 

Or suppose you have a cough 
that has hung on, That, you say, 
must mean lung trouble. Where 
is the nearest lung specialist? 
After all, you say, if it is lung 
trouble, you don’t want to fiddle 
around with an ordinary doctor. 
So, the lung specialist listens, 
thumps, takes an X-ray picture, 
and finds your lungs in good 
condition. He does hear a little 
wheeze, which could mean any 
of several diseases out of his 
field. So he suggests that you 
visit your personal physician, the 
man who knows you, your past 
illnesses, and other Gtiticultion.

SELF-DIAGNOSIS too often 
leads you to by-pass your general 
practitioner in order to see the 
specialist. No one will deny the 
great work that specialists do. 
They have chosen to limit their 
work to one field of medicine and 
to learn as much about that field 
as possible, But the specialist's 
full time can well be spent see- 
ing people who have been re- 
ferred to him after seeing their 
personal physicians first, 

Medical school faculties now 
realize, as many doctors in pri- 
vate practice have known for a 
long time, that every doctor 
shouldn’t .be a specialist. There 
is a real need for an over-all co- 
ordinator, the general practi- 
tioner. He is the man who should 
see you first. Then, if need be, 
he will suggest a specialist's at- 
tention and help pick the spe- 
cialist. 

Medicine has become compli- 
cated and needs many kinds of 
specialists. It has not outgrown 
the need for many doctors of gen- 
eral interests and knowledge, the 
men who call the shots, the gen- 
eral practitioners. They can treat 
at least 80 per cent of all disease 
themselves just as well as any 
other doctor would. Most gen- 
eral practitioners know their 
limitations and will ask for con- 
sultation when it is necessary. If 
a specialist is needed, most gen- 
eral practitioners will refer the 
patient to one,

“If it isn’t a motion picture camera it’s an outboard 
motor or a lathe to go in the basement or something else 
that we don’t need, can’t afford and that he rarely uses. 
Meanwhile, the furniture is getting shabbier all the time— 
and so am JI, in fact. But he always feels that he can do 
just as he pleases with our money because he earns it. I 
don’t see why a man should expect to have a wife, if that's 
the way he feels.” 


IT’S HARD TO UNDERSTAND why a lot of men think 
they have any right to have a wife, Mrs. N. They haven't 
grown up with any understanding of the “we psychology.” 
Often they are spoiled children whose mothers are respon- 
sible. Sometimes it seems to be merely natural orneriness. 
(Of course there are many wives who are equally self- 
centered.) 

It’s hard to change these fellows, too. Statisticians have 
figured out that the average wife is worth $6000 a year, cash, 
to her husband. Maybe he'd take a little different attitude 
if he had to sign over the first $6000 of his income to her— 
especially if his income tota‘s only $4800! It looks as if 
any husband might be ready to compromise by giving his 
wife at least one cent on the dollar—by giving her $60 .-a 
year with which to do as she pleases. But many husbands 
grumble at 60 cents. 


EVERY MARRIED COUPLE should set up a spending 
plan. Your public library can supply good books for this 
purpose. I have a mimeographed sheet on “Setting Up a 
Spending Plan” that will give you a good start. Write me 
in care of the Post-Dispatch, enclosing a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope with your request. 

It’s time for husbands to get over the idea that “because 
I earn the money it all belongs to me.” At any rate, a 
husband should recognize that his wife is part of him (not 
to say the better half) and is therefore as much entitled 
to recognition as “the rest of him.” 

Fair play, unselfishness, a genuine feeling of partnership 
on both sides is necessary to a good marriage. It’s time 
for every husband to search his conscience and see whether 
he has a right to be satisfied with himself.

St. Louisan Who Won the Navy Cross

From the looks of it, he has fol- 
lowed the same routine uninter- 
ruptedly for years. 

There is nothing heroic about 
Ralph’s background, either. Now 
29 years old, he was born in 
south St. Louis. His dad, Ralph 
Lee Abell, has had a milk and 
butter route for as long as any- 
one can remember. Young Ralph 
went to Holy Cross Lutheran 
school and graduated from Roose- 
velt High in 1940. While at school 
he delivered groceries, sold gas, 
peddied papers, shoveled snow 
for neighbors in winter and cut 
their grass in summer. 

For a year he worked as a 
$13.45-a-week packer in a piston 
ring plant and for two years after 
that he took journalism and ad- 
vertising at the University of 
Missouri, At Columbia, he was 
a university mailman, a waiter in 
a downtown restaurant and, at 
the same time, a part-time bell 
boy. In 1943 he enlisted in the 
Marines (his father wouldn’t con- 
sent to letting him join earlier), 
was sent to Notre Damé Univer- 
sity and commissicned a second 
lieutenant. He arrived in Saipan 
for some last-minute mopping up 
but saw no further combat. After 
the war he went back to M.U., 
got his degree and went to work 
for his present employers. 

July 29, 1950, as a first lieu- 
tenant in the Marine reserve, 
Ralph got out his old uniforms 
and jcined Fox company of the 
Seventh Marine Regiment as a 
platoon leader. Fox company was 
en route to Korea. A small part 
of wnat happened to Ralph there, 
during the icy retreat from the 
Chanzjin reservoir, was described 
the other day, over “whole roast 
prime sirloin strip,” at Hotel 
Chase. 

There, at a dinner for Marine 
reservists, Ralph Abell was pre- 
sented with the nation’s second 
highest decoration, the Navy 
Cross. He was the first St. Louis- 
an to win it in Korea. 

“Spearheading the assault 
throughout 22 hours of furious 
action in sub-zero weather,” the 
citation said, “he continuously ex- 
posed himself to blistering auto- 
matic weapons, grenade, rifle and 
mortar fire to redeploy his 
troops. .. 

“With all but two of his offi- 
cers either killed or wounded. 
he dispatched runners to notify 
his platoons of an attempted ene- 
my envelopment ... and, when 
both were struck down ... moved 
to the area alone under intense 
barrage and calmly disposed his 
men to shift their fire ... skil- 
fully maneuvered his depleted 
company up the steep, frozen 
hillside in a blinding snowstorm. 

“Painfully wounded in the 
shoulder when the enemy 
launched a vicious counterattack 
shortly after dark, he steadfastly 
refused medical attention and 
continued to remain with his 
troops, offering words of encour- 
agement and inspiring them to 
hold fast .. 

To Ralph Abell, this is pretty 
fancy talk. 

“It was a good scrap,” he says. 
And anybody who calls him a 
hero will wind up on the receivy- 
ing end of a good horselaugh.

HE Korean war began for 
T Ralph Abell at Inchon. His 

outfit landed five days after 
the initial assault, but in time to 
help retake Seoul. That was in 
September, but Ralph got his first 
inkling then of how cold Korea 
could get. His company advanced 
farther than expected and found 
itself one night far out in no 
man’s land, minus food, blankets, 
coats or sleeping bags. Luckily, 


“some friendly Koreans turned up 


with warm rags and some “magic 
powder,” as they called it. It 
turned out to be powdered milk. 

That was tne night evérybody 
in Fox company had an extra 
good laugh for “the Seagull,” a 
110-pound, 19-year-old Marine 
from Milwaukee with a wife and 
two kids at home and an enor- 
mous appetite anywhere. He had 
sent home for a case of canned 
peaches and lived in steady vocal

hopes of getting those peaches 
and stuffing himself. 

“He got captured shortly after 
that,” Lt. Abell recalls. “I just 
recently saw his name on the 
prisoner list.” 

After Seou] came the bloodless 
landing of Wonsan where the 
Marines, much to the hilarity of 
everybody but themselves, ar- 
rived a day after Bob Hope who 
was elowning for the already 
There, in October, 1950, just be- 
fore marching north to the Yalu 
river, Lt. Abell’s colonel called 
his men and announced’ a per- 
sonal hunc#, 

“I think,” the Colonel said, 
“the Chinese are going to come 
into this war.”

ALPH ABELL remembers how 
R inis prediction came true for 

him Nov. 27. That was the day 
the buck private gave Maj. Gen. 
Edward M. Almond hell. 


The General was on his way to 
inspect the Seventh Marines who 
‘were bedded down in the area 
of the Changjin reservoir. Ralph 
was ordered to help bring up the 
General from the port of Ham- 
hung. 


The Tenth Corps Commander, 
wearing a bulky parka which cov- 
ered all of his insignia, was driv- 
ing his own jeep. It had no horn 
and the road was clogged with 
G.I. traffic, so the General 
switched to the jeep ahead and 
pushed forward his horn honk- 
ing furiously. A private, name 
unknown, sat next to him. 

“Eh, driver,” the soldier said, 
“what in hell’s the big rush?” 
For the next two hours he pro- 
ceeded to deliver himself of an 
all-embracing soliloquy on the 
conduct of the war. He didn’t 
think much of it and said so in 
plain terms. The General said 
nothing, but at the end of the 
ride, when the soldier insisted 
on knowing why they were in 
such a rush, he said: 


“I’m trying to get to the Sev- 
enth Marines.” 

“And who are you?” asked the 
soldier. 

“I’m Gen. Almond.” 

“Ha,” said the soldier and 
stalked off. You might have told 
him -that he’d been riding for two 
hours with Napoleon. 

The, same night, Ralph Abell 
went to bed in luxury. For the 
first time in weeks he had a 


company commander.

tent with makeshift floor board, 
straw and even a stove. In his 
sleeping bag for about an hour, 
he was shaken by a buddy: “Get 
up, get up, they’re getting ready 
to come into the C. P.!” 

The Chinese were all around 
the command post and Abell, by 
that time regimental public infor- 
mation officer, was detailed to 
form a new company to head 
them off. It was a company of 
cooks, bakers, clerks, mechanics 
and supply sergeants, but they 
fought their way back to Hagaru 
in five days, with 40 per cent 
casualties. It was the first leg of 
a two-week fighting retreat to 
the boats in Hamhung. When it 
was all over, Ralph Abell’s weight 
was down from 170 to 130 pounds. 


In Hagaru, Ralph went back to 
Fox company, his old outfit, as 
The com- 
pany had been cut off for five 
days and its new C.O. took a lot 
of kidding at having missed all 
the fun. By that time it was so 
cold that when Abell was ordered 
to find a cemetery site for cas- 
ualties, the ground was frozen 
hard enough to break a bulldozer 
blade. 


Fox company pushed out of 
Hagaru at 6:40 a.m. It was the 
point of the entire surrounded 
First Marine Division.

MYSORE, India. 


E flew over the tip of India 
W-n our way to Mysore from 

Trivandrum. It was rather a 
roundabout way but interesting, 
for the formation of the rocks is 
peculiar in many places and the 
hills we saw in the distance 
Thursday rise straight out of the 
valley almost perpendicularly. 


Because of our little sightsee- 
ing jaunt we were late in arriving 
in here and kept everybody wait- 
ing for lunch. We wanted to try 
and see some old temples during 
the afternoon but it seemed impos- 
sible to find anything old. We 
were shown all the new housing 
and the new buildings and they 
took us to the palace, which is 
fairly modern and has some won- 
derful examples of stuffed ani- 
mals and some fine swords and 
muskets from many periods. We 
also visited the zoo and tried fo 
make the tiger climb a tree, which 
we were told was a particularly 
interesting little trick, but he re- 
fused to show off.

he yelled when his boys hit bull’s 
eyes. 

“He got killed later,” Ralph 
says. i 

Fox company was not doing 
well at that embankment. Re- 
inforced by truck drivers and ar- 
tillery men, it was way under 
strength and then Ralph noticed 
that he was being encircled. He 
dispatched two runners and when 
they didn’t get their messages 
through, he became his own 
runner, as the citation says.

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BELL attributes part of his 
A good fortune in coming out of 

the Changjin retreat alive to 
the simple but vital business of 
caring for his feet. Frostbite 
felled many of the Marines all 
around him. 

“If you just had two pairs of 
socks you were all right,” Ralph 
says. “You kept switching them, 
always putting one under your 
shirt next to your chest. The 
doctor said it made no difference 
how dirty they were as long as 
they were warm. 

“We shaved as much as we 
could, too. That sounds silly and 
we didn’t do it to be Beau Brum- 
mels. Your face doesn’t freeze so 
fast if it’s clean. The moisture 
freezes on your beard.” 

After three complete meals at 
one sitting aboard ship at Ham- 
hung, a week in the hospital and 
a couple of weeks of rest, Abell 
was back with the Seventh 'Ma- 
rines. He stayed in combat with 
them from February to August of 
last year when he became the 
first St. Louis Marine reservist 
to be deactivated. 

Last April, he was assigned as 
liaison officer to a South Korean 
(ROK) outfit and lived with it 
for five weeks. The Koreans were 
pleasant, but their beer was ter- 
rible (“they forgot to put the 
hops in it”) and one night the 
entire division backed quietly 
away under fire and left Ralph, 
his fellow-liaison men and an 
American artillery outfit to fight 
their way home alone. 


“For a while,” Ralph chuckles, 
“we had our own little war.” 

By that time, Ralph knew he 
was going to marry Margaret 
Minot. He had met her in Bev- 
erly Hills, Calif., some years ago 
and in 1950, on the way overseas, 
renewed the acquaintance, When 
she began sending him canned 
sardines and smoked oysters to 
Korea, he decided she was “a 
very practical girl” and last Octo- 

r they were married. 

Now Ralph Abell is back in the 
Marine reserves. 

“If we’re going to have another 
war,” he says, “I wouldn’t want 
to be in any other outfit.”

N foday’s deal South was lucky 
J inat his bad ‘opening bid did 
not cost him the rubber game. 
South, > maa i 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South, 20 on score. 


The bidding: 
South West North East 
1@ Doublé 4@ Pass 
Pass Pass . 


South had a perfectly sound 
one no-trump opening, and there 
was certainly no reason for choos- 
ing a different approach at his 
20 part-score. The effect of his 
diamond bid, coupled with West's 
double, was to scare North into a 
pre-emptive raise. If South had 
opened properly with a no-trump 
bid, North would not have taken 
such a pessimistic view of his 
side’s defensive capabilities, and 
South could have landed at the 
three no-trump contract which 
would have been so extremely 
easy to make. 


The actual four-diamond con- 
tract could have been defeated, 
and doubtless would have been 
if East had been sufficiently ex- 
pert and alert. West opened the 
spade king, but even with East 
starting an echo with the nine, 
West sensed that a spade continu- 
ation might go up to the A-J in 
the closed hand, so West shifted 
to aclub. (If South had the club 
queen, West's king would be 
worthless anyway.) 


The club ten held and South 
drew trumps in two rounds, then 
led a heart from dummy. East 
played low, and when West took 
the trick, he was helpless. He 
could not prevent South from 
getting up a heart trick upon 
which to discard one of dummy’s 
spades. 


It would have been a different 
story if East had given his part- 
ner a little protection! On the 
heart lead from dummy, East 
should have jumped in with the 
king and returned a_ spade. 
West’s shift at the second trick 
clearly revealed the spade situ- 
ation, and it was vital for East 
to get in quickly for a spade play 
through the closed hand.
